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| - INTRODUCTION 


The eleventh annual report to Congress on voting practices in the 
UN General Assembly and the Security Council in 1993 is submitted in 
compliance with Public Law 101-167. The report statistically measures 
voting records of UN member states individually, by geographical 
regions, and by selected bloc groupings, in comparison with the U.S. 
voting record. It also lists and describes important General Assembly 
resolutions and decisions adopted by the 48th General Assembly in the 
fall of 1993, as well as all Security Council resolutions for the entire 


year 

The 48th General Assembly admitted 6 new members in 1993 -- 
and one was replaced -- raising total UN membership to 184. The new 
members are Andorra, Eritrea, Monaco, the former Yugoslav Republic 
of Macedonia, and the Czech and Slovak Republics (which replaced 
Czechoslovakia). 


OVERVIEW 


The year 1993 -- like the two previous years following the end of the 
Cold War -- was active and productive in both the General Assembly 
and the Security Council. The changes in Eastern Europe in 1991 con- 
tinued to transiate at the United Nations into ever closer cooperation 
between the United States and the countries of this region. These 
changes also continued to affect positively long-standing voting blocs 
and groupings which had built up during the Cold War. The result was 
a reconsideration by many UN members of ther national and muttilat- 
eral interests at the United Nations. U.S. working relations with develop- 
ing country members were increasingly constructive. 


The increased pragmatism and reduction of divisive rhetoric in 
1991 and 1992 continued in 1993 and contributed to a continued 
improvement in UN atmospherics. Discussions, resolution texts, and 
debates on many issues were less strident and more nuanced than 
before. The “name calling” against the United States, which was so 
prevaient in earlier years, has virtually disappeared. 


This new environment increased the effectiveness and usefulness 
of the Security Council in fulfilling its primary responsibility for mainte- 
nance of international peace and security. in the General Assembly, 
there was a further decline in confrontation and contentious argument. 
The language of resolutions was generally more moderate and con- 
structive 
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| - INTRODUCTION 


The United States strongly supports unanimous action by the Secu- 
rity Council whenever feasible. It was particularly successfui im this 
regard in the Security Council again in 1993, where 85 of the 93 resolu- 
tions (91%) were adopted unanimously. There was only one veto (by 
Russia), on a resolution regarding financing and restructuring the UN 
peacekeeping force in Cyprus (UNFICYP); a resolution on this subject 
was subsequently adopted with Russian support. Another resolution, 
on Bosnia and Herzegovina, tailed to be adopted when it received too 
few votes: 6 (US) to 0, with 9 abstentions. No negative votes were cast 
on the 93 resolutions adopted, and only 15 abstentions were recorded 
out of the 1,395 votes on them. 


in the General Assembly, 77 percent of the resolutions were 
adopted by consensus, another new high in consensus agreement. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


The 48th session of the General Assembly opened on September 
21 and held 87 plenary sessions before recessing on December 23. It 
adopted 281 resolutions, about the same as during each of the past two 
years, but a sharp drop from the 332 resolutions of 1990. Thus the wel- 
come reduction in the number of resolutions -- by combining some 
issues, considering others only every two or three years, and dropping 
some entirely -- has reached a plateau beyond which further reduction 
has proven difficult. Until there is further rationalization of arms control 
issues in the First Committee and significant progress is made in the 
Middle East peace process, meaningful further decline does not appear 
likely 
Of the 281 resolutions, 77 percent (217) were adopted by consen- 
sus, an increase over the 73 percent and 74 percent of the previous two 
years and a new high. 


The average overall voting coincidence of all UN members with the 
United States has increased steadily and dramatically in the General 
Assembly in the past several years. Standing at 16.9% in 1989, it 
increased to 21.3% in 1990, and to 27.8% in 1991, then jumped to 
31.0% in 1992 and to 36.8% in 1993. This voting coincidence figure is 
the highest since these reports were first compiled, in 198> for the 38th 
UNGA. When consensus decisions are factored in as votes identical to 
those of the United States, an ever higher measure of agreement with 
U.S. positions is reached (88.3%). 


The coincidence figure on votes considered important to US. inter- 
ests (53.7%) is much higher than the percentage registered on overall 
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votes. This figure for 1993, on the other hand, is significantly lower than 
the 62.4% registered in 1992. 


As in past years, Israel (93.5%) and the United Kingdom (80.0%) 
were among the highest in voting coincidence with the United States. 
Five countries (Albania, Andorra, Croatia, Monaco, and Vanuatu) 
scored higher than the U.K.'s 80%, but none matched the 35 times the 
U.K. voted the same as the United States. Most members of the West- 
ern European and Others group (WEOG) continued to score high (the 
average was 67.3%). The Eastern European group also scored high 
again (average 61 7%), continuing to gain on the Western European 
countries following the liberation of the<z 3 countries from communist 
domination 


Nearly 30 countries registered increases of more than 10 percent- 
age points in voting coincidence with the United States, mostly in West- 
ern Europe and Eastern Europe. a few in Latin America, two in Africa 
(Central African Republic and Zambia), and Japan. 


Bucking the upwarj trend, nearly 30 countries registered lower 
coincidence scores. Among them were a number of African countries 
(Cape Verde, Congo, Egypt, Guinea-Bissau, Libya, Malawi, Mali, Sene- 
gal, Seychelles, Tanzania, Togo, and Zimbabwe), several in Asia 
(China, DPR of Korea, india, indonesia, iran, Laos, Philippines. 
Solomon Islands, Thailand, and Vietnam), and a few in Latin America 
(Cuba, Dominican Republic, and Saint Lucia). 


The ten lowest scoring countries were Cuba, Vietnam, DPR of 
next lowest ten, all scoring under 20%, were Thailand, Lebanon, Mauri- 
tania, Myanmar, Tanzania, Zimbabwe, Uganda, indonesia, iran, and 
Togo. 

The weight of tradition continued to favor repetition of many poorly 
focused resolutions which do not respond to current realities. However, 
an increasing number of states proved willing to work to rationalize the 
agenda and workload of the General Assembly. Reduced resirtance to 
U.S. initiatives was a direct result of the move away from polemics and 
demonstrated by a new attitude among many members favoring greater 
efficiency and reduced costs. The General Assembly, in a major move 
to rationalize its work, adopted a consensus resolution combining the 
work of the Special Political Committee and the Fourth Committee, the 
combined committee held significantly fewer meetings than the two 
committees had held in the past. 
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Among the successes achieved by the United States in the 48th 
UNGA, often with extensive lobbying efforts, were: 


-- Approval! in principle of the establishment of an independent 
entity to enhance oversight functions -- inspections, audits, and investi- 
gations -- at the United Nations. 


-- Establishment of an office of UN High Commissioner for Human 
Rights, which is a major milestone for world human rights and an affir- 


mation of an enduring U.S. foreign policy goal. 


-- Adoption of a new, positive resolution on the Middle East com- 
mending the peace process beg... in Madric The resolution welcomed 
the declaration of principles signed by israel and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

-- Reduction in discrimination against Israel. israeli credentials were 
adopted without challenge for the first time since 1982. An israeli was 
elected for the first time to a General Assembly position, to the UN 
Administrative Tribunal. israel was elected to the UN Committee on 
information. Many outdated and unbalanced Middle East resolutions 
were deferred, revised, and consolidated. And, for the first time, the 
annual resolution on assistance to the Palestinian people was adoptec 
by consensus; it welcomes the Israeli-PLO agreement and calls for 
mobilization of resources to make @ work. 


-- Adoption of resolutions on peacekeeping that stressed the need 
for enhanced UN peacekeeping capabilities, better and more efficient 
management, stronger capabilities in operational management and 
command and control, and improved coordination with humanitarian 
and civilian aspects of operations and between UN headquarters and 
the fieki. 


-- Adoption of a resolution on UN participation in assisting states to 
hold free elections. The resolution encourages the United Nations to 
continue such assistance and to promote democratization in countries 
that request such: assistance, by ensuring that conditions exist for per- 
mitting the conduct of free and fair elections. 


-- Hokding of the UN budget for 1994-1995 to negative real growth. 
but with significant additional funds for high-priority US ‘tems. human 


-- Adoption of a resolution calling for a global moratorium on export 
or transter of anti-personnel land mines, a first step in an effort to 
address the devastating consequences of their indiscriminate use 


-- Adoption of a resolution calling for negotiations at the Conference 
on Disarmament for a comprehensive nuclear test-ban treaty. 
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-- Adoption of a resolution calling for strong measures at the 
national and international levels to combat the smuggling of aliens. 


-- Establishment of a working group to consider an increase in 
Security Council membership. 


-- Adoption of a resolution on entrepreneurship and privatization 
that directs the UN system in concrete ways to assist the rehabilitation 
and development of the private sector as the engine of growth in the 
world economy. 

-- Adoption of a resolution calling on the Secretary General to 
appoint a group of experts to investigate bureaucratic and other barriers 
to participation by average people in their economies, thus encouraging 
“participatory” development. 


-- Strengthening of the capability of the UN Department of Humani- 
tarian Affairs by improving its ability to provide timely information on 
humanitarian crises and to respond to these crises. 


-- Adoption of a resolution calling for a ban on production of fissile 
material for nuclear weapons. 


-- Adoption of resolutions promoting environmental protection and 
encouraging the pursuit of sustainable development, including support- 
ing a ban on high-seas driftnet fishing, supporting a convention to com- 
bat desertification, and implementing the framework convention on 
Climate change. 

-- Adoption of resolutions introduced by the United States on the 
human rights situation in Cuba, Somalia, Sudan, and the former Yugo- 
Slavia, and of strong resolutions on human rights in Iraq, Iran, and 
Burma (Myanmar), to which the United States contributed and which it 
actively supported. 

-- Agreement on measures for the restructuring and revitalization of 
operational activities of the United Nations. Governance of the UN 
Development Program, UNICEF, and the UN Population Fund will shift 
from the current governing bodies to ECOSOC, which is charged with 
providing policy guidance. With governance and policy guidance cen- 
tralized in ECOSOC, coordination of the activities of these agencies 
should be facilitated, and the new, smaller executive boards should pro- 
vide closer oversight of program and administrative activities. 


-- Adoption of a resolution on “strengthening dialogue on economic 
cooperation for development through partnership.” This is a step toward 
setting a new tone for discussions in the United Nations about develop- 
ment; the aim is to base discussions on mutual interests and shared 
responsibilities, in contrast to the traditional North-South polemics. 
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-- Adoption of a resolution on UN field offices that moves us closer 
to a coordinated, coherent, and rational response by the UN system to 
the development needs of recipient countries. It strengthens the coordi- 
nation function of the UN Development Program at the field level. 


-- Election of U.S. candidates to two UN bodies important to our 
goal of reforming the United Nations. 


The United States made considerable progress in the 48th General 
Assembly in achieving U.S. policy goals. While we continued to work 
through issues where our interests diverged from those of a majority of 
UN members during the 1993 General Assembly, there was a signifi- 
cant reduction in both the number of these issues and the ideological 
polemics which were their defining characteristic during the Cold War 
years. For example, while a majority of UN members supported a reso- 
lution calling on the United States to end its embargo of Cuba, it was 
the perceived extraterritorial implications of the Cuban Democracy Act 
which led to our defeat rather than support for Cuba. 


Two issues on which we historically have remained isolated are 
international debt and the Law of the Sea. Even these traditional ker- 
nels of anti-Americanism have been opening to constructive discussion. 
The external debt crisis resolution surfaced as a reminder of previous 
North-South antagonisms. The G-77 quietly acknowledged that this ini- 
tiative does not treat the issue on the merits, but is a call to G-77 bloc 
solidarity. We expect this approach to be marginalized as developing 
countries emerge from their debtor condition due to fast economic 
growth. Ten other countries, including Germany and the United King- 
dom, joined the United States in abstaining on the annual resolution 
calling for ratification of the convention on the Law of the Sea, the deep 
seabed mining provisions of which we consider fundamentally flawed. 
While the resolution remained unchanged from last year, both propo- 
nents and abstainers recognized significant progress in the Secretary 
General's consultations. 


Progress made on Middle East items was a clear example of the 
changing attitude prevalent in the 48th General Assembly. In the past, 
the United States usually stood alone in confronting a united Arab 
Group that rallied developing nations to favor a plethora of anti-israel 
resolutions. In the wake of the Israeli-PLO Declaration of Principles of 
September 13, 1993, we were able to work effectively with Israel, the 
PLO, and other Arabs to winnow several outdated resolutions from the 
group, defer or revise others, and adopt a new, positive resolution wel- 
coming progress in the Middle East peace process. Egypt, Morocco, 
and Jordan joined Israel and over 100 other delegations in cosponsor- 
ing the new resolution -- a joint U.S.-Russian initiative and another first. 
Last-minute Syrian and Lebanese demands for amendment of the reso- 
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lution did not result in the Arab Group's rejecting our resolution (as they 
would have in the past), but a split where the majority of the Arabs 
joined the rest of the international community in supporting it. Overall 
votes in favor of the traditional anti-lsrael resolutions declined. 


SECURITY COUNCIL 


A major focus of U.S. attention in the United Nations in 1993 contin- 
ued to be the Security Council, which again had a highly productive 
year. It adopted 93 resolutions in 1993, 85 of them unanimously. This 
number reflects the continuing rapid trend upward in Security Council 
activity following the end of the Cola War. As recently as 1991, 42 raso- 
lutions was a new record high, and that year marked only the third time 
in Council history that it had adopted as many as 30 resolutions. 


For the third consecutive year, there was no U.S. veto of a Security 
Council resolution. The only veto was that of Russia, on a Cyprus 
peacekeeping issue on which a Russia-supported resolution was sub- 
sequently adopted. No other negative votes were cast in the Security 
Council in 1993, and abstentions were rare. 


The Security Council was again heavily involved in peacekeeping 
and peace-making throughout the world in 1993, principally in the 
former Yugoslavia, Cambodia, Haiti, Georgia, the Middle East, and 
Africa. 


Voting coincidence percentages for Security Council members were 
again high. Eleven of the 14 other members voted the same as the 
United States on at least 94 of the 95 resolutions introduced. Russia 
vetoed one resolution. Another (on Bosnia) failed to obtain enough 
votes to be adopted. Abstentions were rare again in 1993: China, 7 
times; Pakistan, 4; Russia, 3; and most other members at least 1 (on 
the Bosnia resolution). Most abstentions were on resolutions concern- 


ing the former Yugoslavia. 


FORMAT AND METHODOLOGY 


The 1993 voting report adds a significant new feature: an additional 
column in the tables in Section || (overall votes) presents the percent- 
age of voting coincidence with the United States after including consen- 
sus resolutions as additional identical votes. Since not all states are 
equally active at the UN, we have credited to each country a portion of 
the 217 consensus resolutions based on its participation in the 78 
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recorded plenary votes. Each country's participation rate was caicu- 
lated by dividing the number of Yes/No/Abstain votes it cast in plenary 
(i.e., the number of times it was not absent) by the total of plenary votes. 
This is the same methodology used in Section II! (important votes) for 
the past four years. This new column provides another perspective or 
UN activity. We believe it reflects more accurately the extent of coopera- 
tion and agreement at the General Assembly. 


Other columns in the report are unchanged from last year. The pre- 
sentation is consistent with provisions of PL 101-167, and the method- 
ology employed is the same since the report's inception. 


The tables in this report provide a measurement of UN member 
country performance. However, readers are cautioned about interpret- 
ing voting coincidence percentages. The percentages in the last col- 
umn, using the standard methodology, are calculated using only votes 
on which both the United States and the other country in question voted 
Yes or No; not included are those instances when either abstained or 
was absent. Abstentions and absences are often difficult to interpret, 
but they make a mathematical difference, sometimes maior, in the per- 
centage results. inclusion of the number of abstentions and absences in 
the tables of this report enables readers to include them in calculating 
voting coincidence percentages if they wish to do so. The percentages 
in the new column -- second column from the right -- reflect more fully 
the activity of the General Assembly. However, this calculation 
assumes, for want of an attendance record, that all countries were 
present or absent for consensus resolutions in the same ratio as for 
recorded votes. Moreover, the content of resolutions should be consid- 
ered in interpreting the figures in either column. There may be over- 
whelming agreement with the U.S. position on a matter of less 
importance to us and less support on a resolution we consider more 
important. These differences are difficult to quantify and to present in 
one or two coincidence figures. 


A country's voting record in the United Nations is only one dimen- 
sion of its relations with the United States. Bilateral economic, strategic, 
and political issues are often more directly important to U.S. interests. 
Nevertheless, a country's behavior at the UN is always relevant to its 
bilateral relationship with the United States, a point the Secretary of 
State routinely makes in his letters of instruction to new U.S. ambassa- 
dors. This is also why copies of this report are presented to UN member 
foreign ministries throughout the world, to member state missions in 
New York, and to members’ embassies in Washington. The Security 
Council and the General Assembly are arguably the most important 
international bodies in the world, dealing as they do with such vital 
issues as threats to peace and security, disarmament, development, 
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humanitarian relief, human rights, the environment, and narcotics -- all 
of which can and do directly affect major U.S. interests. 
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li: GENERAL ASSEMBLY -- OVERALL VOTES 


There were 78 recordec plenary voies ai the 48th UNGA -- 64 on 
resolutions as a whole, 11 on separate paragraphs, one on a proce- 
dural motion, and two on decisions. Of these 78 votes, the United 
States voted Yes 19 times and No 41 times; it abstained on 17 votes 
and did not participate on one.1 


COMPARISON WITH U.S. VOTE 


The tables which follow are based on the 60 instances the United 
States voted either Yes or No in plenary. Columns show the number of 
times the United States and the country listed cast identical (Yes/Yes or 
No/No) and opposite (Yes/No or No/Yes) votes, as well as the number of 
times the country abstained and was absent for these 60 voles. The 
voting coincidence percentages are derived by dividing the nunber of 
identical votes by the total of identical and opposite votes, the same 
method used in all previous editions of this report. The column headed 
“Voting Coincidence (including Consensus)” is new with this report. It 
presents the percentage of voting coincidence with the United States 
after including consensus resolutions as additional identical votes. 
Extent of participation was also factored in (See the section on formet 
and methodology in the Introduction). 


Section |i has four parts. The first lists UN member states both 
alphabetically and in rank order by voting coincidence percentage. The 
second lists them by UN regional grouping, in rank order by voting coin- 
cidence percentage. The third lists countries by other important group- 
ings, again in rank order. The final part compares 1993 voting 
coincidence percentages of UN members with the preceding five years. 


Countries with an asterisk in the Voting Coincidence column did not 
vote during the session. Under Article 19 of the UN Charter, Equatorial 
not vote at the 48th UNGA because their financial contributions were in 
arrears. in 1992, the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia was denied per- 
mission to participate further in Assembly proceedings until it applied 
for and was granted readmission. South Africa has not voted since the 
28th UNGA in 1973. 


The United States once again voted No in plenary more often than 
any other UN member. It voted No alone in plenary seven times at the 
48th UNGA (about the same number of times as at each of the past 
three sessions, but considerably fewer than the 20 times at the 44th 
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session in 1989). The United States voted with only one other country 
on 15 occasions (Israel, 12 times; and the United Kingdom, 3). Three 
times it voted No with two other countries, twice with three others, twice 
with four others, three times with 5-19, seven times with 20-44, and 
twice with 50 or more. The U.S. votes in isolation were largely on arms 
control issues and external debt. Votes with Israel were on issues 
regarding the Middle East, Palestine, and the occupied territories.

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lll: GENERAL ASSEMBLY -- IMPORTANT VOTES 


PL 101-167 calls for analysis and discussion of “all such votes on 
issues which directly affected important United States interests and on 
which the United States lobbied extensively.” For the 48th General 
Assembly in 1993, 13 votes were judged as meeting these criteria. 


Section III consists of four parts: a listing and description of the 13 
important votes at the 48th UNGA; voting coincidence percentages with 
the United States on these important votes, arranged both alphabeti- 
cally by country and in rank order of agreed votes; voting coincidence 
percentages by UN regional groupings and other important groupings; 
and a comparison of important with overall voting coincidence percent- 
ages from Section Il. 


LISTING AND DESCRIPTION 


The following 13 important votes are identified by a short title, docu- 
ment number, date of vote, and results (Yes-No-Abstain), with the U.S. 
vote noted. The first paragraph summarizes the subject matter of each 
vote, and the second provides background and the U.S. position. The 
resolutions are listed in chronological order of adoption. 


1. IAEA Report 
A/Res/48/14 November 1 140(US)-1-9 


Affirms confidence in the role of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency (IAEA) in the application of nuclear energy for peaceful pur- 
poses, commends IAEA efforts to implement the safeguards agreement 
still in torce between IAEA and the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea, and endorses IAEA's efforts toward implementation of the plan 
for future ongoing monitoring in accordance with Security Council reso- 
lution 715 (1991) regarding monitoring and verification of nuclear pro- 
grams in iraq. 

The United States traditionally supports this resolution endorsing 
the IAEA's efforts to promote peaceful use of atomic energy, guard 
against its use for military purposes, and monitor the Nuclear Non-Pro- 
liferation Treaty. The U.S. also supported inclusion of a paragraph not- 
ing Iraq's non-compliance with its non-proliferation obligations, and 
expressing concern that the Democratic People's Republic of Korea had 
failed to discharge its safeguards obligations. 
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2. U.S. Embargo of Cuba 
A/Res/48/16 November 3 88-4(US)-57 


Calls on states to refrain from promulgating and applying laws and 
measures whose extra-territorial effects affect the sovereignty of other 
States and the legitimate interests of entities or persons under their 
jurisdiction and the freedom of trade and navigation; and urges states to 
repeal such laws. 


This resolution, sponsored by Cuba, is aimed at blocking efforts to 
extend extra-territorially the effects of the U.S. embargo against Cuba. 
The U.S. voted against the resolution, maintaining that the UN General 
Assembly is not the forum to address the essentially bilateral issue of 
the embargo and the Cuban Democracy Act's ban on trade by U.S. sub- 
sidiaries. |srael, Albania, and Paraguay joined in opposition. 


3. Middle East Peace Process 
A/Res/48/58 December 14 155(US)-3-1 


Welcomes the peace process started at Madrid and supports the 
subsequent bilateral negotiations; expresses full support for the Decla- 
ration on interim Self-Government Arrangements signed by Israel and 
the PLO and the Agreement between Israel and Jordan on the Com- 
mon Agenda; welcomes the establishment of the high-level UN task 
force to support economic and social development of the Palestinian 
people; and encourages regional development and cooperation. 


The United States, with over 100 cosponsors, introduced this new, 
positive resolution on the Middle East to support the progress on the 
ground and to urge the parties onward in their peace negotiations. The 
resolution for the first time records the General Assembly's support for 
the Middie East peace process begun in Madrid two years earlier. 


4. Middle East - Golan Heights 
A/Res/48/59B December 14 65-2(US)-83 


Declares that Israel's decision to impose its laws, jurisdiction, and 
administration to the occupied Syrian Golan is illegal, null, and void; and 
demands that israel withdraw from the occupied Syrian Golan. 


The United States voted against this resolution because it pre- 
judges the outcome of negotiations under way between the parties. 
israel also voted No. 
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5. Israeli Nuclear Armament 
A/Res/48/78 December 16 53-45(US)65 


Calls on Israel to renounce possession of nuclear weapons and 
accede to the Treaty on Non-Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons; calls on 
states of the region to place all nuclear facilities under |AEA aegis. 


While the United States unambiguously supports the non-prolifera- 
tion of nuclear weapons and universal adherence to the Nuclear Non- 


Proliferation Treaty, we voted against this resolution in the belief that 
reintroducing into the General Assembly such a divisive issue, in which 
one country is singled out, would be counterproductive and inappropri- 
ate, particularly in view of the recent positive developments in the Mid- 
die East peace process. Substantive consideration of nuclear issues 
can occur only in the broader context of efforts to secure peace in the 
region. With the establishment of an arms contro! working group of the 
Middle East peace process -- in which the UN itself participates -- there 
is even less justification to have the General Assembly address sensi- 
tive Middie East arms control issues. 


6. Situation in Bosnia and Herzegovina 
A/Res/48/88 December 20 109(US)-0-57 


Demands that all parties implement immediately a ceasefire 
throughout Bosnia and Herzegovina; condemns continued violation by 
Serbian forces of the international border between Bosnia and Croatia; 
demands that Bosnian Serbs lift the siege of Sarajevo and ‘safe areas”; 
demands that Bosnian Serbs withdraw weapons and forces to a dis- 
tance from Sarajevo and “safe areas”; demands that the parties facili- 
tate the free flow of humanitarian assistance especially to “safe areas”: 
condemns human rights violations by Serbia and Montenegro and Bos- 
nian Serbs; urges the lifting of the arms embargo from Bosnia; affirms 
individual responsibility for crimes against humanity committed in Bos- 
nia; and welcomes the establishment of the International Tribunal as per 
Security Council resolution 827 (19¥3). 


The U.S. objective in supporting this resolution was to find the most 
constructive way to end the fighting, alleviate suffering, and promote a 
viable, mutually acceptable settlement of the conflict. The resolution, in 
the U.S. view, was also intended to emphasize the primacy of humani- 
tarian concerns. 
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7. Periodic and Genuine Elections 
A/Res/48/131 December 20 153(US)-0-13 


Commends the electoral assistance provided by the United Nations 
to member states at their request and requests that such assistance 
continue on a case-by-case basis; asks the United Nations to attempt to 
ensure that there is adequate time to organize and carry out an effec- 
tive mission before providing electoral assistance; and recommends 
that the UN provide assistance before and after elections have taken 
place 

This resolution connects democratization with human rights and 
elections as a legitimate concern of the United Nations. It is an impor- 
tant step forward in the effort begun by the United States in 1989. 


8. Human Rights in Cuba 
A/Res/48/142 December 20 74(US)-20-61 


Calls on Cuba to cooperate with the Human Rights Commission's 
Special Rapporteur on Cuba by permitting him to establish contact with 
the government and citizens of Cuba and to cease persecution and 
punishment of citizens for reasons related to freedom of expression and 
peaceful association. 


Continuing its effort since the mid-1980s to focus intemational 
attention on human rights abuses in Cuba, the United States introduced 
this resolution to reflect the systematic violation of human rights by 
Cuba outlined in the interim report of the Special Rapporteur. 


9 Human Rights in iraq 
A/Res/48/144 December 20 116(US)-2-43 


Expresses strong condemnation of massive violations of human 
rights, including surmmary and arbitrary executics, systematic torture, 
and enforced or involuntary disappearances, expresses special alarm 
at repressive policies and practices against the Kurds and the resur- 
gence of grave violations of human rights in southern Iraq. 

The United States cosponsored this resolution introduced by the 
European Union to call attention to the continuing human rights viola- 
tions in Iraq, noting that the regime there has conducted a reign of terror 
against the people of Iraq, has engaged in extensive draining arr —s_n- 
ing of southern marshes, burning of villages, attacking civilian centers 
with artillery, and maintaining an embargo on shipment of food, fuel, 
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and medicine to northern «aq. Iraq and Sudan voted against the resolu- 
tion. 


10. Human Rights in iran 
A/Res/48/145 December 20 74(US)-23-51 


Expresses concern at the main criticisms made by the Special Rep- 
resentative of the Human Rights Commission, including the high num- 
ber of executions, cases of torture, the treatment of the Baha’ 
community, and restrictions on freedom of expression, thought, opinion, 
and the press; and calls on iran to investigate and rectify the human 
rights issues raised by the Special Representative. 

The United States cosponsored this resolution introduced by the 
European Union and worked actively for its passage, noting that Iran 
continues to be a major abuser of human rights, goes to considerable 
lengths to conceal its abuses, and obstructs the activities of interna- 
tional human rights monitors. 


11. Human Rights in Sudan 
A/Res/48/147 December 20 111(US)-13-30 


Expresses deep concern at continuing human rights violatiw::.. 


including summary executions, detentions without due process, forood 
displacement of persons, and torture; and calls on the government of 
Sudan to explain actions to obstruct the efforts of the Special Rappor- 
teur, especially ill-treatment of those who contacted or attempted to 
contact him. 


The United States introduced this resolution to direct international 
attention to the dimensions of the human rights problems in Sudan and 
to provide pressure for improvement. The U.S. Representative said we 
are gravely concerned by reports of extrajudicial killings, summary exe- 
cutions, disappearances, systematic torture, and arbitrary arrest. He 
said the United States is appalied that Sudanese officials arrested dissi- 
dents who met or tried to meet with the UN's Special Rapporteur on 


Human Rights. 


12. Peaceful Settiement of Palestine Question 
A/Res/48/158D December 20 92-5(US)-51 


Reaffirms the need to achieve a peaceful “ettlement : “ the question 
of Palestine, the core of the Arab-israeli conflict; expresses support for 


the ongoing peace process and the Declaration of Principles on Interim 
Sell-Government Arrangements and hopes the process will lead to the 
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establishment of a comprehensive, just, and lasting peace, and reaf- 
firms the principles for achievement of a final settlement and compre- 
hensive peace. 


The United States voted against this resolution because ft lists prin- 
ciples for a final settlement, this being a question that properly belongs 
in the hands of the governments and peoples of the region. Israel, the 
Marshall islands, Micronesia, and the Dominican Republic joined in 
opposition. 


13. External Debt Problems of Developing Countries 
A/Res/48/182 December 21 164-1(US)-0 


Notes commercial bank debt-service reduction agreements of 
some debtor developing countries; calls on the international community 
to explore additional measures for commercial debt reduction, urges 
donors to relieve official development assistance debt of the least devel- 
oped countries; ernphasizes the continued need for developing coun- 
tries to promote a favorable investment environment, stresses the need 
for new financial flows to developing countries to support economic 
reforms; urges support of growth-oriented solutions for developing 
countries with debt-servicing difficulties. 


The United States voted against this resolution because it calls for 
decisions on debt policy that should be made at the World Bank, the 
international Monetary Fund, and the Paris Club, not at the General 
Assembly. The U.S. Representative noted, moreover, that the most cru- 
cial element in debt reduction is economic reform, including efforts to 
attract private capiial flows, for which the responsibility rests with the 
developing countries themselves.

“Abstentions” and “Absences” are totals for the country being 
compared on these 13 votes “Voting Coincidence” is calculated by 
dividing the number of identical votes by the total of identical and oppo- 
site votes.

Of the 281 resolutions adopted by the 48th UNGA in 1993, 217 
(77.2%) were by consensus. In addition, 61 of 67 decisions were 
adopted by consensus. Combining resolutions and decisions, the per- 
centage of those adopted by consensus was almost 80%. The percent- 
age of resolutions adopted by consensus has thus once again made a 
notable increase, after the plateau of the past three years, and is signif- 
icantly greater than in all the earlier years since these reports have 
been compiled. The number of plenary votes has dropped considerably 
in the past few years. The number of plenary votes on resolutions and 
decisions is less than half the total six years earlier at the 42nd UNGA.

This section has two parts. The first lists and describes the 23 
important consensus resolutions adopted at the 48th UNGA. The sec- 
ond statistically incorporates these important consensus resolutions 
with important votes at the 48th UNGA to provide a different perspective 
on the degree of support for U.S. positions at the United Nations 
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IMPORTANT CONSENSUS RESOLUTIONS 


The following 23 consensus agreements are identified by shortened 
titles. Each listing provides the resolution number, date of adoption, a 
summary description, and an explanation of the U.S. position. The reso- 
lutions are listed in the chronological order of adoption. 


1. Lifting Sanctions on South Africa 
A/Res/48/1 October 8 


Decides that all provisions adopted by the General Assembly relat- 
ing to prohibitions or restrictions on economic relations with South 
Africa, including the areas of trade, investment, finance, travel, and 
transportation, shall cease to have effect as of the date of adoption of 
this resolution; and decides that all provisions adopted by the General 
Assembly relating to the imposition of an oil embargo on South Africa 
shall cease to have effect as of the date the Transitional Executive 
Council becomes operational 


The United States joined in consensus adoption of this resolution 
because progress had been made in South Africa toward establishment 
of a non-racial democratic government. 


2. Narcotic Drugs 
A/Res/48/12 October 28 


Renews its commitment to further strengthen international coopera- 
tion and substantially increase efforts against the illicit production, sale, 
demand, traffic, and distribution of narcotics and psychotropic sub- 
stances 


Reflecting considerable US. input in the negotiations, this resolu- 
tion reaffirms the commitment of the UN system and member states to 
address the illicit traffic in drugs and the drug problems within member 
states 


3. Israel Credentials 
A/Res/48/13 October 29 


Approves the report of the Credentials Committee, which accepts 
the credentials of the representatives of the states listed in the Secre- 
tary General's memorandum. including Israel 


This marks the first time since 1982 that the credentials of Israel 
were accepted without a challenge 
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4. Composition of the Security Council 
A/Res/48/26 December 3 


Decides to establish an open-ended working group to consider all 
aspects of the question of an increase in the membership of the Secu- 
rity Council, and other matters related to the Security Council. 


The United States, a leading proponent of adjusting the Council to 
reflect the political, economic, and security realities of today's world, 
supported this resolution. While noting that @ is appropriate for the 
Council to reflect the many changes in the world in the 30 years since 
its membership was last adjusted in 1965, the United States cautioned 
that care should be taken to ensure the Council's continued capacity 
and effectiveness. 


5. Comprehensive Review of UN Peacekeeping Operations 
A/Res/48/42 December 10 


Notes with appreciation the initiative of the Secretary General in 
establishing a stand-by forces planning team in order to clarify capabili- 
ties that states can make available for peacekeeping operations: 
encourages member states to develop arrangements to participate in 
such operations; calls upon the Secretary General to develop data 
banks of resources, including civilian personnel, that states can provide: 
stresses the need for resources for the start-up phase of operations and 
suggests the development of a reserve of such equipment; requests 
that the Secretary General improve financial control mechanisms; notes 
the importance for the Security Council to be aware of availability and 
cost of resources before it establishes new peacekeeping operations: 
welcomes the creation of the Peacekeeping Reserve Fund; suggests 
that the Security Council and the Secretary General should analyze a 
situation very carefully before establishment of a peacekeeping opera- 
tion and that a realistic mandate should be formulated -- including clear 
objectives and a time-frame for resolution of the problem; stresses the 
importance of coordinating all aspects of an operation's planning pro- 
cess; welcomes the establishment of a 24-hour/7-day-a-week situation 
center with standardized communications and information management 
systems; welcomes the efforts of the Secretary General to strengthen 
the Secretariat's capability to secure and analyze all relevant informa- 
tion; recalls the importance of the use of preventive deployment and of 
demilitarized zones to prevent conflicts; urges all member states to pro- 
vide support and to ensure the safety of peacekeeping personnel on 
their territory; and requests that the Secretary General take steps to 
improve the security of UN peacekeepers in the field 
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Through this omnibus peacekeeping resolution, which reflects sub- 
stantial U.S. input, member states express the importance they attach 
to improving the planning, functioning, and financing of UN peacekeep- 


6. Coordination of UN Humanitarian Emergency Assistance 
A/Res/48/57 December 14 


Stresses the need for improved coordination in coherent and timely 
response to humanitarian emergencies; stresses that the Inter-Agency 
Standing Committee, under the leadership of the Emergency Relief 
Coordinator, should serve as the primary mechanism for inter-agency 
ceordination; stresses also the necessity of accelerating the develop- 
ment of an emergency information system to collect and disseminate 
timely information on humanitarian emergencies; recognizes the need 
to increase the resources available to the Central Emergency Revolving 
Fund; and requests that the Inter-Agency Standing Committee agree on 
the best means to ensure adequate resources for rapid response coor- 
dination, including the provision of resources that could be drawn on by 
the Emergency Relief Coordinator in the initial stage of an emergency. 


Adoption of this resolution achieves the two principal U.S. goals for 
humanitarian assistance in the General Assembly: improvement of the 
information system of the UN's Department of Humanitarian Affairs 
(DHA), and access for DHA to funds for rapid response coordination in 
the field. The United Staies cosponsored this resolution. 


7. UN Initiative on Opportunity and Participation 
A/Res/48/60 December 14 


Decides that an hoc panel of experts, to be known as the UN Panel 
on Opportunity and Participation, shall be appointed to conduct a com- 
prehensive study on opportunity and participation for the economic and 
social advancement of all peoples, with particular reference to the econ- 
omies of developing countries; requests that the Secretary General 
appoint the members of the Panel from lists of experts within the UN 
system, so that they will commence their study as early as possible in 
1994 in order to prepare a report in time for consideration by the Gen- 
eral Assembly at its 50th session in 1995; and requests that the Secre- 
tary General submit a progress report to the General Assembly at its 
49th session. 


The United States joined in consensus on this resolution because it 
calls for investigation of bureaucratic and other barriers to participation 
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by average people in their economies, thus encouraging “participatory” 
development. 


8. Comprehensive Nuclear Test-Ban Treaty 
A/Res/48/70 December 16 


Endorses the decision by the Conference on Disarmament to nego- 
tiate a universal and effectively verifiable comprehensive test-ban treaty. 


The United States, Russia, and over 150 other countries cospon- 
sored this resolution. 


9. Moratorium on Export of Land Mines 

A/Res/48/75K December 16 

Calis upon states to agree to and implement a moratorium on the 
export of anti-personnel mines that pose grave dangers to civilian popu- 
lations. 

The United States introduced this resolution, with 66 cosponsors as 


a first step in the U.S. effort to address the devastating consequences 
of the indiscriminate use of such mines. 


10. Ban on Production of Fissile Material 
A/Res/48/75L December 16 


Recommends the negotiation of a treaty banning the production of 
fissile material for nuclear weapons or other nuclear explosive devices 


The United States cosponsored this resolution because it is an 
important new step in the U.S. effort to stem the proliferation of nuclear 
arms. 


11. Prevention of Smuggling of Aliens 
A/Res/48/102 December 20 


Condemns the practice of alien smuggling in violation of interna- 
tional and national law and without regard for the safety and well-being 
and human rights of the migrants; and urges states to take appropriate 
steps to frustrate the activities of alien smugglers, and thus to protect 
would-be migrants from loss of life and from exploitation 


The United States drafted and introduced this resolution to prevent 
“a new Slave trade’ in which persons pay criminal organizations to 
arrange for their illegal transport to another country for economic 
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advantage, are exploited by the smugglers after their arrival, and the 
smugglers’ profits are used to finance other criminal activities 


12. High Commissioner for Human Rights 
A/Res/48/141 December 20 


Decides to create the post of High Commissioner for Human Rights 
at the Under Secretary General level, to be appointed by the Secretary 
General and approved by the General Assembly, decides that the High 
Commissioner will have the principal responsibility for UN human rights 
activities; and decides that the High Commissioner's responsibilities 
shall be: promoting and protecting human rights; playing an active role 
in removing current obstacles to full realization of human rights; pre- 
venting continuation of human rights violations throughout the world, 
enhancing international cooperation for protection of human rights; 
streamlining UN machinery in the field of human rights; and providing 
overall supervision of the Center for Human Rights. 

The result of a U.S. initiative, this resolution represents achieve- 
ment of one of the principal U.S. goals at the General Assembly. Cre- 
ation of this office is a major milestone for world human rights, an 
affirmation by the United Nations of an enduring US. foreign policy 
goal, and a global triumph for individual rights and fundamental free- 
doms 


13. Human Rights in Somalia 
A/Res/48/146 December 20 


Urges all Somalis to work together toward peace and security in 
Somalia and to guarantee the protection of all human rights; calls upon 
all parties to protect civilians, UN personnel. and humanitarian relief 
workers from being killed. tortured, or arbitrarily detained, and requests 
that, following restoration of political stability and security in Somalia, 
the Commission on Human Rights consider establishing a group of 
independent human rights monitors funded from within existing UN 
resources to receive complaints and collect and investigate reports of 
violations of human nights in an effort to prevent human rights violations 


The United States introduced this resolution, with over 40 cospon- 
sors, to :ghlight human rights abuses in Somalia, exert public pressure 
to stop them, and provide a mechanism to monitor and facilitate ending 
them when political stability is restored 
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14. Human Rights in Myanmar (Burma) 
A/Res/48/150 December 20 


Deplores the continued violations of human rights in Myanmar. 
urges the Government of Myanmar to restore democracy, notes with 
concern thal no evident progress has been made toward turning over 
power to a freely elected civilian government, notes with concern that 
mosi of the representatives duly elected in 1990 have been excluded 
from participating in the meetings of the National Convention created to 
prepare basic elements for the drafting of a new constitution, strongly 
urges the Government of Myanmar to allow all citizens to participate 
Teely in the political process and to accelerate the transition to democ- 
racy, in particular through the transfer of power to the democratically 
elected representatives. urges the Government of Myanmar to ensure 
full respec for human nghts. regrets that many political leaders are still 
deprived of their freedom. and encourages the Government of Myan- 
mar to ensure an end to the flow of refugees and to facilitate thei repa- 
triation 


The United States joined consensus on this resolution, but. unlike in 
1992, did not cosponsor # because ft did not sufficiently describe the 
shortcomings of the political process. the role of the miliary in human 
rights violations, the need for UN social and economic programs not to 
support the government. and the appointment of a special envoy by the 
Secretary Genaral to promote a peaceful solution US urgings may 
result in a tougher resolution at the UN General Assembly session in 
1994 


15. Human Rights in the Former Yugoslavia 
A/Res/48/153 December 20 


Expresses grave concern at and condemns the massive and sys 
tematic violations of human rights and humaniarnan law occurring in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, Croatia, and the Federal Republic of Yugosia 
via (Serbia and Montenegro). condemns also the practice of “ethnic 
Cleansing and indiscriminate shelling of cites and civilian areas. sup. 
ports the Security Council's determination that persons who perpetrate 
or authorize violations of snternational humaniarian law are individually 
responsible, reaffirms the right of safe return of all persons to thei 
homes. and condemns in particular those violations in connection with 
detention, including killings. torture. and the systematic practice of rape 


This U.S -drafted resolution, with over 50 cosponsors. served the 
U.S. policy of pressing the former Yugoslavia to cease its human nights 
violations 
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16. Elimination of Apartheid (omnibus resolution) 
A/Res/48/159A December 20 


Welcomes the agreements reached within the framework of the 
multi-party negotiations on holding elections in April 1994, on establish- 
ment of the transitional executive council and electoral commissions, 
and on the constitution for the transitional period, urges the South Afri- 
can authorities to bring an end to the violence and protect the right to 
participate in the democratic process. calls upon all parties to recommit 
themselves to the process of peaceful change. supports the Secretary 
General's recommendation tor deployment of additional observers. wel- 
comes the continuing role of observers of the Organization of African 
Unity, the Commonwealth, and the European Union, urges all parties to 
take part in the elections, and appeals to the international community to 
increase assistance 

The United States was able again in 1993 to join consensus on this 
resolution, which reflects realistically the developments in South Africa 
and should encourage further progress toward establishment of a dem- 
ocratic, non-racial government in South Africa 


17. Restructuring of UN in Economic, Social, and Related Fields 
A/Res/48/162 December 20 


Adopts measures for restructuring and revitalization of the United 
Nations in economic, social, and related fields as described in annexes 
to the resolution. requests that the Secretary General implement the 
measures, starting in 1994. and invites the specialized agencies, orga- 
nizations, and other bodies of the UN system to implement these mea- 
sures within thew respective areas of competenc 2 


The United States supported this resolution because # accommo- 
dates the general principles to which the US. adheres in ECOSOC 
retorm, and @ represents a step toward improving the functioning of 
ECOSOC and the governance of operational activities 


18. Dialogue on Strengthening international Economic Cooperation 
A/Res/48/165 December 21 


Reaffirms the need to strengthen constructive dialogue and part- 
nership in order to promote furt.,er international economic cooperation 
lor development 


The United States joined in cosponsorship of this resolution, which 
affirrns the need to cooperate in development on the basis of mutual 
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19. Entrepreneurship and Privatization 
A/Res/48/ 180 December 21 


invites interested member states to enhance the axchange of infor- 
mation on activities, prograrns. and experiences concerning entrepre- 
neurship, privatization. demonopolization. and administrative 
deregulation, in order to increase cooperation in tis field: requests that 
the Secretary General strengthen UN activities i this regard. and calls 
upon UN organs to increase technical assistance that will facilitate cre- 
ation of enabling environments for small and medium-size enterprises 
and for support of local entrepreneurs, privatization. demonopolization. 
and administrative deregulation 

The United States introduced this resolution in an effort begun in 
1988 to stimulate UN discussion of private sector e-tivity and as a fol- 
low-up to the US resolutions on this subject adopted by the General 
Assembly during each of the past three years. The purpose is to revital- 
ize econormes and promote development through free enterprise and 
market opportunities 


20. UN Field Offices 
A/Res/ 48/209 December 21 


Authorizes the establishment of field offices in Armenia, Azerbayan. 
Belarus, Eritrea. Georgia. Kazakhstan, Russia, Ukraine. and Uzbeki- 
stan, and decides that these offices shall be field offices of the UN 
development system 

This resolution formally establishes as UN field offices the interim 
offices established by the Secretary General to coordinate the activities 
of UN agencies in these new countnes. It upholds the US. view that 
these offices should enhance fieid-level coordination by strengthening 
the role of the UN Development Prv gram's resident representative 


21. Aid to the Palestinian People 
A/Res/48/213 December 21 


Urges member states. international financial institutions, and other 
organizations to extend economic and social assistance to the Palestin- 
ian people in order to assist in the development of the West Bank and 
Gaza, and to do so in close cooperation with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and through official Palestinian institutions, calls upon rel- 
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evant organizations and agencies of the UN system to intensify their 
assista™>2 in response to the urgent needs of the Palestinian people. 
urges member states to open thei markets to exports from the West 
Bank and Gaza on the most favorable terms. requests that the Secre- 
tary General ensure the coordinated work of the UN system for an ade- 
quate response to the needs of the Palestinian people and to mobilize 
assistance. and requests that the Secretary General submit a report on 
the implementation of this resolution, containing an assessment of the 
assistance received and of the needs still unmet 


The United States. which sc'od as an intermediary between Israe/ 
and the PLO in intense negotuiions on the text, joined consensus on 
thes resolution -- which avoids polemics and points no fingers at Israel -- 
in the bebe! that a constructive resolution would be a boon to the Middle 
East peace process 


22. Office of inspector General 
A/Res/48218 December 23 


Resolves to take the decision to establish an independent entity to 
enhance oversight functions. in particular with regard to evaluation. 
audit. investigation. and compliance. subject to the definition of as 
modalities including its relationship with existing control mechanisms 


Believing that current oversight mechanisms have become largely 
ineftective in dealing with the UN's expanding scope and complexity. the 
United States introduced a proposal to establish an independent over. 
sight authority to ensure that UN programs are accomplishing thei 
intent. and property utilizing resources This decision in principle to 
establish an ndependent oversight mechanism is a major step toward 
improving overall management of UN activites 


23. Program Budget for 1994-1995 
A/Res/48/231 December 23 
Adopts the UN budget for the 1994-1995 biennium

The Security Council in 1993 continued the great activism it has 
deronstrated in the years following the und of the Cold War. it met by 
far more times and adopted more reso! stions than ever before. The 
number of consensus statements issued by the Council President was 
also again hich. The number of informal meetings and the time devoted 
to them increased even more dramatically. Free ul Cold War blockage. 
the Council has become involved ever more deeply in the world com- 
mamity's efforts to resolve conflicts both old and new. 


Of the 93 resolutions adopted by the Council, 7 were without a vote 
and 78 won unanimous approval. The United States voted in favor of 
the 8 resolutions adopted without unanimous approval. These resolu- 
tions received no negative votes, and the number of abstentions was 
small. Two resolutions were considered but not adopted. One was 
vetoed in May by Russia, the first veto since 1990. The resolution was 
on financing of the UN peacekeeping force in Cyprus (UNFICYP); a 
new resolution on this subject was adopted later in May with Russian 
support. The other resolution not adopted would have exempted Bosnia 
from the arms embargo on the icrrrer ‘ugosiavia. It failed to obtain the 
required number of votes: 6 (US) to 0, with 9 abstentions. 


in 1993, the Security Council successfully completed the UN 
peacekeeping operation in Cambodia, the largest peacekeeping opera- 
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tion in the history of the United Nations. It also established new peace- 

The Cambodian peacekeeping operation was compieted following 
the highly successful elections organized and conducted by the United 
Nations in Cambodia in May and the subsequent establishment of the 
constitutional government in September. 

Much of the Council's time in 1993 -- 48 meetings - was devoted to 
the situation in the former Yugosiavia. The mandate of the UN Protec- 
tion Force (UNPROFOR) was extended several times in response to the 
Secretary Generals repoits that the force remained important despite 
coritinuing hostilities and the refusal of the parties to cooperate with it. 
in October, the Council extended UNPROFOR's mandate through 
March 1994. it authorized member states to take all necessary mea- 
sures to ensure Compliance with the ban on military flights. The Council 
named Sarajevo, Srebrenica, and severai other towns and cities as safe 
areas, and i expanded UNPROFOR's mandate to protection of these 
areas. it autho;:.ad UNPROFOR to take measures to protect the sale 
areas and authorized the use of air power in support of UNPROFOR's 
protection efforts. it increased the authorized strength of UNPROFOR 
to 25,500 military personnel. The Council also decided to establish an 
international tribunal to prosecute persons accused of serious violations 
of international humanitarian law committed on the territory of the 


Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Montenegro). The attempt 
in June to exempt Bosnia and Herzegovina from the arms embargo on 
all parties to the conflict -- proposed by the United States -- was 
deteated 


The situation in Haiti also occupied much of the Council's attention. 
With the goa! of reinstating the democratically elected government of 
President Aristide, the Council imposed an oil and arms embargo in 
June against the de facto rec*me. It lifted the sanctions in August, fol- 
lowing the signing of the Governors island Agreement between the par- 
ties. The Council established the UN Mission in Haiti (UNMIH) in 
September to help modernize the armed forces and establish a new 
police force. When the military authorities in Haiti failed to fulfill their 
comm*™ents under the Governors island Agreement, the Council reim- 
posed sanctions in October. 


The Council in August established the UN Observer Mission in 


Georgia to verify compliance with the ceasefire agreements. Following 
the breakdown of the ceasefire, the mandate was revised to monitor 
and report on the situation on the ground. 


The UN Observer Mission in Liberia was set up in September to 
monitor implementation of the Cotonou Peace Agreement. Supervision 
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of the milfary aspects, however, was assigned to the moniioring 
observer group of the Economic Community of West African States. 


in both the Georgian and Liberian cases, the Council made continu- 
ation of the missions contingent upon review by the Council of progress 
towards a lasting peace. 

The Council in June decided to establish the UN Observer Mission 
Uganda-Rwanda (UNOMUR), which was deployed on the Ugandan 
side of the burter to verify thal no miliary assistance was being pro- 
vided across the border to Rwanda. li would also assist with the peace- 
keeping efforts of the Organization of African Unity. The UN Assistance 
Mission for Rwanda (UNAMIR) was established in October to monitor 
the ceasefire in that country and is to terminate no later than December 
1995, following national elections and installation of a new government 
in Rwanda. in December, the Council decided to integrate the two oper- 

sninistratively 

The Council extended the mandate of the UN Angola Verification 
Mission (UNAVEM I!) in January, and ther, again in June, July, Septem- 
ber, and December, despite the collapse of peace talks and the failure 
to achieve a ceasefire, in the hope thal the mission could facilitate a 
resumption of negotiations. In September, the Council imposed sanc- 
tions on UNITA as part of the extension of the mandate of UNAVEM II. It 


expressed its willingness to expand the oil and weapons embargo ff an 
effective ceaselire was not in place by November 1. It decided in 
December, however, not to impose further sanctions because of 
progress in the talks in Lusaka, Zambia, between UNITA and the Gov- 
ernment of Angola. 


The Council decided in March to expand the size and mandate of 
the UN Operation in Somalia (UNOSOM Il). This mission was estab- 
lished as a transition from the Unified Task Force (UNITAF), the opera- 
tion spearheaded by the United States and first deployed in Mogadishu 
in December 1992 to establish a secure environment for urgent human- 
ftarian assistance. After the attacks on UNOSOM II personnel in June. 
with 25 deaths, the Council reaffirmed the authorization to take all nec- 
essary Measures against those responsible and requested an investi- 
gation. in September, the Council requested that the Secretary General 
undertake a recruiting program for staffing UNOSOM II with police spe- 
Cialists. in November, the Council authorized establi.hment of a Com- 
mission of inquiry to investigate armed attacks on UNOSOM Ii 
personnel. When extending the UNOSOM Ii mandate, the Council 
decided to undertake an in-depth consideration of its humanitarian, 
political, and security activities. A fundamental review of the mandate 
was Called for by February 1994. The Council urged the acceleration of 
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mvolvernent required progress toward a political settlernent 

The Council in May restructured the financing of the UN Force in 
ered by voluntary contributions should be trealed as expenses of the 
United Nations. This restructuring followed the failure of an atternpt ear- 
lier in May to change UNFICYP financing, that proposal was vetoed by 
Russia, the first veto since May 1990. 

in other peacekeeping activity, the Council invited the Secretary 
General to intensify efforts to resolve issues involving criteria for voter 
eligibility in Western Sahara and make preparations for organization of 
the referendum. The Council reinforced the UN iraq-Kuwait Observation 
Mission (UNIKOM) in October in response to border incidents along the 
demildarized zone between iraq and Kuwait. it demanded cessation of 
hostilives in Nagorno-Karabakh and the withdrawal of forces from occu- 
pied territories. It imposed further sanctions on Libya because of thal 
country's failure to comply with earlier resolutions, the sanctions were 
aimed at establishing responsibility for terrorist acts against Pan Am 
flight 103 and the French UTA flight 772. The Council continued to 
examine the progress of the UN Special Commission set up in connec- 


tion with the disposal of iraq’s weapons of mass destruction. it heard 
the case of an attempted assassination of former President George 
Bush by the Iraqi intelligence service. And it considered the matter of 
the Democratic People's Republic of Korea and the Nuclear Non-Prolif- 
eration Treaty 4 also extended the mandates of peacekeeping opera- 
tions in El Salvador, the Middle East, and Mozambique. 


Responding to the increased number of atlacks on UN personnel, 
the Council in September required that a status of operation agreement 
be negotiated expeditiously with the host country of all future peace- 
keeping operations. 


in addition to the record number of resolutions adopted by the 
Security Council in 1993, the Council President issued 88 consensus 
statements during the year This nearly matches the 89 statements in 
1992 and tar exceeds the 27 issued in 1991. Of the 88 statements, the 
former Yugoslavia was the topic of 26 and iraq 11. Others were on 
admission of new members, 6. Haiti, 5: the Secretary Generals Agenda 
for Peace report, 5: Georgia, E! Salvador, and Cambodia, 4 each: and 
one to three statements on Libya, South Africa, Nagorno-Karabakh, 
Angola, Burundi, Middle East peacekeeping operations, and others.

Strongly condemns the persistent violations of the main provisions 
of the peace accords, in particular the initial rejection by UNITA of the 
election results, its withdrawal from the new Angolan armed forces, its 
seizure by force of provisional capitals and municipalities, and the 
resumption of hostilities; demands that the two parties cease fire imme- 
diately, restore a meaningful dialogue, and agree on a timetable for 
implementation of the peace accords; urges UN member states to 
respect the peace accord provisions concerning the cessation of supply 
of lethal material to any Angolan party; strongly condemns violations of 
internationa! humanitarian law; approves the Secretary General's rec- 
ommendation that he maintain a special representative in Luanda; and 
decides to extend the mandate of the UN Angola Verification Mission 
(UNAVEM I!) for three months, to April 30, 1993. 


The U.S. Representative supported the resolution, stating that it 
accurately reflects the situation in Angola, outlines the steps that must 
be taken by the warring factions to achieve peace, and grants flexibility 
for the United Nations to fulfill its responsibilities. He noted, however, 
that UNAVEM Il and concerned nations could not impose peace where 


the will for peace does not exist. He said the United States will continue 
to support fully the essential role of UNAVEM II as an impartial arbiter in 
Angola. He also strongly condemned the return to violence to Angola, 
asserting that the use of force has undermined the accomplishments in 
the previous year's elections. 


S/Res/811 March 12 15(US)-0-0 


Strongly condemns the persistent violations by UNITA of the major 
provisions of the peace accords, in particular the continued rejection of 
the results of the elections held in September 1992, its failure to take 
Part in the political institutions established on the basis of those elec- 
tions, its failure to engage in meaningful negotiations with the Govern- 
ment of Angola, its withdrawal from the new Angolan armed forces, its 
seizure by force of provincial capitals and municipalities, and the 
resumption of hostilities; demands that UNITA accept unreservedly the 
results of the democratic elections of 1992; strongly demands an imme- 
diate ceasefire; demands resumption of a dialogue under UN auspices: 
invites the Secretary Genera! 'o organize a meeting between the Gov- 
ernment of Angola and UNITA at the highest possible level; calls on 
member states and others to increase humanitarian relief assistance 
and economic assistance for reconstruction and development; and 
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appeals to both parties to abide by rules of international humanitarian 
law. 


After voting for this resolution, the U.S. Deputy Representative said 
the United States has watched with grave concern the deteriorating sit- 
uation in Angola, when the first steps toward Gemocracy should have 
been taken. He said the failure of UNITA to participate in the talks in 
Addis Ababa in February was deeply disappointing, and he said this 
resolution illustrates that the international community does not have an 
infinite amount of patience. He said that the party which continues to 
violate the Peace Accords, refuses to engage in serious dialogue, and 
appears to rely on a military solution will find itself held responsible for 
the conflict. He expressed strong support for the peace efforts of the 
Secretary General and his Special Representative, Margaret Anstee. 


S/Res/823 April 30 15(US)-0-0 


Decides to extend the existing mandate of UNAVEM II until May 31, 
1993; requests that the Secretary General submit a report on the situa- 
tion in Angola with his recommendations for the further role of the 
United Nations in the peace process; stresses its readiness to expand 
substantially the UN presence in Angola in the event of significant 
progress in the peace process; and condemns attacks against interna- 


tional humanitarian flights in Angola. 


S/Res/834 June 1 15(US)-0-0 


Extends the mandate of the UN Angola Verification Mission 
(UNAVEM Il) for 45 days to July 15, 1993; reiterates its demand that 
UNITA accept unreservedly the results of the democratic elections of 
1992 and abide fully by the peace accords; condemns UNITA for its 
actions and armed attacks, and demands that it cease them immedi- 
ately; welcomes the disposition of the Government of Angola to reach a 
peaceful settlement of the conflict, deeply regrets UNITA’s refusal to 
agree to withdrawal of its troops from locations occupied since the 
resumption of hostilities, and demands that ft do so; appeals for a 
resumption of the peace talks to establish a ceasefire and implement 
the peace accords; holds UNITA responsible for the breakdown of talks;

1992, and abide fully by the peace accords; condemns UNITA for con- 
tinuing military actions; condemns UNITA's repeated attempts to seize 
additional territory; stresses once again the fundamental need to reini- 
tiate the peace talks; strongly condemns the repeated attacks by UNITA 
against UN personnel; demands that UNITA release all foreign citizens 
held against their will; decides to prohibit all sale or supply to UNITA of 
arms and related materiel and military assistance, as well as petroleum 
and petroleum products; decides to establish a committee of the Secu- 
rity Council to monitor this prohibition; and expresses its readiness to 
impose further measures, including trade measures and travel restric- 
tions against UNITA, unless a ceasefire has been established by 
November 1, 1993. 


S/Res/890 December 15 15(US)-0-0 


Decides to extend the existing mandate of the UN Angola Verifica- 
tion Mission (UNAVEM Il) until March 16, 1994; reaffirms its willingness 
to review the mandate of UNAVEM II; reaffirms the importance of the 
good offices and mediation of the Secretary General and his Special 
Representative; calls upon both parties to honor the commitments 
made at the talks in Lusaka, urges them to exercise restraint and to 
cease military actions, and urges them to agree on establishment of a 
ceasefire; requests that the Secretary General report by February 1, 
1994, on progress made in the peace process; takes note of the Secre- 
tary General's contingency planning for possible augmentation of 
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UN/AVEM Il for deployment in the event of significant progress in the 
peace process; and decides, in view of the direct negotiations under 
way, not to impose at present the additional measures in resolution 864 
against UNITA, but reiterates its readiness to consider further steps at 
any time. 

The United States, while heartened by the progress made at the 
Lusaka talks, recognizes that the Government of Angola and UNITA 
must still address the particularly difficult question of national reconcilia- 
tion. Both parties, in the U.S. view, need to approach the negotiations 
with a spirit of compromise and flexibility. The international community 
will need cogent demonstrations from both the government and UNITA 
that they are indeed committed to peace. While the United States is 
ready to assist the parties to reach agreement, it is only their commit- 
ment that will make peace possibie. 


CAMBODIA 


S/Res/810 March 8 15(US)-0-0 


Endorses the decision by the Supreme National Council (SNC) that 
the election for the constituent assembly shall be held May 23-27, 1993; 
urges all Cambodian parties to help create tolerance for peaceful politi- 
cal competition; urges all Cambodian parties to ensure freedom of 
speech, assembly and movement, as well as fair access to the media 
for all registered political parties during the electoral campaign; 
demands that all Cambodian parties put an end to all acts of violence 
and to all threats and intimidation committed on political or ethnic 
grounds; recognizes that the Cambodians have the responsibility. after 
the election for the constituent assembly, to agree on a constitution and 
to create a government within three months; reiterates its demand that 
all parties desist from all offensive military activity; and demands that all 
parties desist from threats or intimidation against and interference with 
the personnel of the UN Transitional Authority in Cambodia (UNTAC). 

in an explanation of vote, the U.S. Representative expressed sup- 
port for this resolution, describing it as a contribution toward peace and 
another milestone toward achieving for the Cambodian people the 
opportunity to determine their own destiny through free and fair eiec- 
tions. She urged all parties to cooperate fully with UNTAC to guarantee 
that political intimidation and violence cease, and that a neutral political 
environment be established so that free and fair elections could take 
place. She urged all parties to respect the results and said the United 
States was committed to supporting only the Government that emerges 
from the elections as the sole legitimate authority for all of Cambodia. 
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S/Res/826 May 20 15(US)-0-0 


Expresses satisfaction with the arrangements made for the conduct 
of elections for the constituent assembly; commends those participating 
in the election campaign despite the violence and intimidation; con- 
demns all acts of violence; expresses its appreciation for the achieve- 
ments of the UN Transitional Authority in Cambodia (UNTAC) in 
preparation for the elections; fully supports the decision of the Secre- 
tary General that the election be held as scheduled; calls on UNTAC to 
work to ensure a neutral political environment conducive to the holding 
of free and fair elections; reminds ail Cambodian parties of their obliga- 
tion to comply with the results of the election; warns that the Council will 
respond appropriately should any of the parties fail to honor its obliga- 
tions; reaffirms its readiness to support fully the constituent assembly 
and the process of drawing up a constitution and establishing a new 
government; and recognizes that the Cambodians themselves bear pri- 
mary responsibility for the political future of their country. 


S/Res/835 June 2 15(US)-0-0 


Expresses its intention, following certification of the election, to sup- 
port fully the duly-elected constituent assembly and the establishment 
of a new government for all Cambodia; calls upon all parties to respect 


the results of the election and to do all in their power to establish a dem- 
ocratic government in accordance with the terms of the new constitu- 
tion; and urges the international community to contribute to the 
reconstruction and rehabilitation of Cambodia. 

The U.S. Deputy Representative said the United States shared and 
supporied the sie‘ ament by the Secretary General's special representa- 
tive to Cambodia that the conduct of the elections in that country was 
free anc fair. He called on all Cambodian parties to declare their inten- 
tion to respect the outcome of the elections. 


S/Res/840 June 15 15(US)-0-0 


Endorses the results of the election, which has been certified free 
and fair by the United Nations; calis upon all parties to respect the 
results of the election and to cooperate in securing a peaceful transi- 
tion; fully supports the newly elected constituent assembly, which has 
begun to draw up a constitution and will subsequently transform itself 
into a legislative assembly, which in turn will establish a new govern- 
ment; requests that UNTAC continue to play its role in conjunction with 
the SNC during the transition period; requests that the Secretary Gen- 
eral report to the Council by mid-July, including on his recommenda- 
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tions on the role the United Nations might play after the end of the 
mandate of UNTAC; and urges all states and relevant international 
organizations to contribute to the reconstruction of Cambodia. 


The United States was among the cosponsors of this resolution. 


S/Res/860 August 27 15(US)-0-0 


Approves the UNTAC withdrawal plan; supports the Constituent 
Assembly in its work of drawing up and approving a constitution; con- 
firms that UNTAC’s functions shall end upon the creation in September 
of a new government of Cambodia consistent with the Paris agree- 
ments; and decides that, in order to ensure a safe and orderly with- 
drawal of the military component of UNTAC, the period of such 
withdrawal shall end on November 15, 1993. 


The U.S. Representative said that the United States was heartened 
by the great progress made towards peace and national reconciliation 
in Cambodia, that we look forward in the near future to the promulgation 
by the Constituent Assembly of a constitution consistent with the princi- 
ples of a pluralistic, liberal democratic system as outlined in the Paris 
Accords, that UNTAC has been a shining example of how a UN peace- 
keeping operation can help restore peace and hope to a shattered

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CYPRUS 


Not Adopted May 11 14(US)-1-0 


This draft resolution would have restructured the financing of the 
UN Force in Cyprus (UNFICYP). it was vetoed by Russia. Resolution 
831 on this subject was adopted on May 27 with Russian support (see 
below). 


S/Res/831 May 27 14(US)-%-1 


Stresses the importance of the continuation of voluntary contribu- 
tions to the UN Force in Cyprus (UNFICYP): decides that with effect 
from the next extension of UNFICYP’s mandate, on or before June 15, 
1993, those costs of the force which are not covered by voluntary contri- 
butions should be treated as expenses of the United Nations; decides 
that UNFICYP should be restructured, with the addition of a limited 
number of observers for reconnaissance; underlines the need for confi- 
dence building measures, including a significant reduction in the num- 
ber of foreign troops in Cyprus and a reduction in the number of foreign 
troops in Cyprus and a reduction of defense spending in Cyprus; and 
decides to conduct a comprehensive reassessment of UNFICYP. to 


include progress on confidence building measures and toward a politi- 
cal settlement. 


The U.S. Representative welcomed the resolution and the new pos- 
sibilities i provided for ensuring that UNFICYP would be able to con- 
tinue its essential role in stabilizing the situation in Cyprus. She said the 
United States believes UNFICYP’s role is a major factor in maintaining 
an atmosphere in which the two sides can conduct a serious negotia- 
tion. She said it is particularly important that the two sides agree to, and 
begin implementing, confidence-builting measures now that UNFICYP 
is facing imminent reductions. She ured a positive result at the current 
round of negotiations. Pakistan abstained. 


S/Res/839 June 11 15(US)-0-0 


Extends once more the stationing in Cyprus of the UN peacekeep- 
ing force established in 1964 (UNFICYP) to December 15, 1993; 
requests that the Secretary General continue his mission of good 
offices, keep the Council informed, and submit a report on implementa- 
tion of this resolution by November 15,1993; supports the Secretary 
General's recommendation that both sides take reciprocal measures to 
lower the tension, including mutual commitments to prohibit along the 
ceasefire lines live ammunition or weapons other than those which are 
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hand held and to prohibit also firing of weapons within sight or hearing 
of the buffer zone; and calls on both parties to carry forward the inter- 
communal talks expeditiously and in a constructive manner. 


S/Res/859 December 15 15(US)-0-0 


Extends once more the stationing in Cypr 's of the UN peacekeep- 
ing force (UNFICYP) established in 1964 for a further period ending on 
June 15, 1994; notes the Secretary General's conclusion that the 
present circumstances do not allow for any modification in the structure 
and strength of UNFICYP and requests that he keep those matters 
under constant review with a view to the further possible restructuring of 
UNFICYP; urges all concerned to commit themselves to a significant 
reduction in the number of foreign troops in Cyprus and a reduction of 
defense spending in Cyprus to help restore confidence and as a first 
step toward withdrawal of non-Cypriot forces; calls upon military author- 
ities to prohibit certain ammunition and firing of weapons within sight or 
hearing of the buffer zone; urges leaders to promote tolerance and rec- 
onciliation between the two communities; encourages the Secretary 
General and his Special Representative to pursue his mission of good 
offices: welcomes the decision of the Secretary General to resume 
intensive contacts with both sides to achieve agreement on confidence- 
building measures and an overall settlement: welcomes the declared 
support of Turkey for the confidence-building measures and would also 
welcome a statement of support from Greece; requests that the Secre- 
tary General submit a report by the end of February 1994 on his efforts 
toward reaching agreement on confidence-building measures; and 
decides to undertake, on the basis of that report, a thorough review, 
including the future UN role, and, if necessary, to consider alternative 
ways to implement the resolutions on Cyprus. 

The United States supported this extension of the UNFICYP man- 
date. However, it is the U.S. view that indefinitely maintaining the 
deployment of UNFICYP is not the solution to the problems of Cyprus. It 
is incumbent upon the parties to reach agreement on a just and lasting 
settlement. implementation of the Secretary General's package of con- 
fidence-building measures, in the U.S. view, is the best way to make 
progress toward such a settlement 
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EL SALVADOR 


S/Res/832 May 27 15(US)-0-0 


Decides to enlarge the mandate of the UN O*server Mission in E! 
Salvador (ONUSAL) to include the observation of the electoral process 
due to conclude with the general elections in Ei Salvador in March 
1994; deciJes to extend the mandate of ONUSAL to November 30. 
1993; endorses the view of the Secretary General that the general elec- 
tions of March 1994 should constitute the logical culmination of the 
peace process in E/ Salvador, urges the parties tc implement fully all 
the commitments they assumed, and reaffirms support for the Secre- 
tary General's use of his good offices After the vote the U.S. Represen- 
tative said the United States strongly supports the resolution, he 
stressed the importance of strengthening democracy, urged both sides 
to implement fully all their respective obligations under the peace 
accords, and noted the importance of the obligations regarding the 
proper distribution of weapons. 


S/Res/888 November 30 15(US)-0-0 


Condemns recent acts of violence in E! Salvador; expresses con- 
cern that important elements of the Peace Accords remain only partially 
implemented; urges determined efforts to prevent political violence: 
reaffirms support for the Secretary General's use of his good offices in 
the peace process; reaffirms also its support for the Secretary Gener- 
als efforts airned at the immediate launching of an investigation into ille- 
gal armed groups; calls upon all parties to cooperate with the Secretary 
General and ONUSAL in verifying implementation of their commitments 
and urges them to complete such implementation within the framework 
of the agreed calendar and the new timetable proposed by ONUSAL; 
stresses the need to recover all weapons held by private individuals.

Requests that the Secretary General send a special envoy to Geor- 
gia to assist in reaching agreement on implementation of the ceasefire 
and begin prepa-ations for dispatch of 50 military observers to Georgia 
once the ceasefire is implemented, welcomes the Secretary General's 
efforts to launch a peace process involving the parties to the conflict 
and with Russia as a facilitator; anc supports the Secretary General's 
cooperation with the Conference on Security and Cooperation in 
Europe (CSCE) in its efforts to bring peace to the region. 


S/Res/854 August 6 15(US)-00 
Approves the Secretary General's proposal to the Security Council 


that an advance team of up to 10 UN military observers be deployed to 
Abkhazia as soon as possible to begin to help to verify compliance with 
the ceasefire, the mandate of the team to expire within three months:

Affirms the sovereignty and territorial integrity of the Republic of 
Georgia; reaffirms its strong condemnation of the grave viciation of the 
ceasefire agreement by the Abkhaz side; demands thal all parties 
retrain from the use of force, and welcomes the decision of the Secre- 
tary General to send a fact-finding mission to Georgia, affirms the right 
of refugees and displaced persons to return to their homes; calls for 
unimpeded access for international humanitarian relief assistance in 


the region: calis on all states to prevent the provision from their territo- 
ries of by persons under their jurisdiction of assistance, other than 
humaniarian, to the Abkhaz side, and in particular to prevent the supply 
of any weapons and munitions; and reiterates its support for the efforts 
of the Secretary General, in cooperation with the CSCE and with the 
assistance of Russia as a facilitator, to carry forward the peace process. 


The U.S. Deputy Representative said the United States supported 
this resolution because it underlines once again what must be done to 
bring peace to Georgia.

The 
way to rectify the situation is clear, he said; there must be good faith 
engagement in a political process, in keeping with the sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of Georgia.

Acknowledging that civic institutions can- 
not be imposed from the outside, he said outsiders, with the consent of 
Haitian leaders, can help by giving Haitian citizens the benefit of our 
experience, by providing appropriate material support, and by sharing 
with them our faith in democratic processes and ideals. But, he said, we 
expect the Governors Island signatories to meet their own obligations 
with respect to safeguarding the human rights of Haitian citizens and 
ensuring the safety of UN mission personnel in Haiti.

Acting under Charter Chapter VII, decides to terminate the suspen- 
sion of the sanctions measures set out in the Council's resolution 841 
as of October 18; decides also that funds that are required to be frozen 
pursuant to resolution 841 may be released at the request of President 
Aristide or Prime Minister Malval of Haiti; decides further that the com- 
mittee established by resolution 841 shall have the authority to grant 
exceptions to the sanctions on a case-by-case basis under the no-obli-

INTERNATIONAL COURT OF JUSTICE ELECTION 


S/Res/805 February 4 15(US)-0-0 


Decides that the election to fill the vacancy in the Intemational 
Court of Justice created by the death of Judge Manfred Lachs shail take 
place on May 10 at a meeting of the Security Council and at a meeting 
of the General Assembly at its 47th session. 


IRAQ 


S/Res/806 February 5 15(US)-0-0 


Acting under Charter Chapter VII, underlines again the Council's 
guarantee of the inviolability of the international boundary between 
Kuwait and iraq; decides to extend the terms of reference of the UN 
iraq-Kuwait Observation Mission (UN/KOM) to include infantry in suffi- 
cient numbers to take physical action to prevent or redress small-scale 
violations of the demilitarized zone, violations of the Iraq-Kuwait bound- 
ary by civilians or police, and problems that might arise from the pres- 
ence of iraqi installations and Iraqi citizens and their assets in the 
demilitarized zone on the Kuwaiti side of the boundary: requests that 
the Secretary General plan and execute a phased deployment of the 
strengthening of UNIKOM; and reaffirms that the question of termina- 
tion or continuation of UNIKOM will continue to be reviewed every six 
months. 


S/Res/833 May 27 15(US)-0-0 


Acting under Charter Chapter Vii, welcomes the demarcation deci- 
sions of the UN Iraq-Kuwait Boundary Demarcation Commission; reaf- 
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firms that the decisions of the Commission regarding the demarcation 
of the boundary are final; demands that iraq and Kuwait respect the 
inviolability of the international boundary; and reaffirms its decision to 
guarantee the inviolability of the boundary. 

The U.S. Representative underscored the importance the United 
States attaches to the inviolability of the demarcated boundary and the 
seriousness of its guarantee by the Security Council. She noted that the 
Commission had not established a new boundary, but had identified 
more precisely and marked on the ground a boundary that has existed 
since its acceptance by both Iraq and Kuwait in 1963. 


KOREA, D.P.R. 


S/Res/825 May 11 13(US)-0-2 


Calls upon the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea (DPRK) to 
reconsider the announcement contained in its letter of March 12, 1993, 
which noted its intention to withdraw from the Treaty of Non-Proliferation 
of Nuclear Weapons, and thus to reaffirm its commitment to the Treaty; 
further calls upon the DPRK to honor its non-proliferation obligations 
under the treaty and comply with its safeguards agreement with the 
international Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA); requests that the Director 
General of the IAEA continue to consult with the DPRK with a view to 
resolving the issues which are the subject of the Board of Governors’ 
findings; and yncourages all member states to facilitate a solution. 


In response to statements made by the North Korean representa- 
tive, the U.S. Representative said that the charge that the United States 
poses a nuclear threat to the Democratic People's Republic of Korea is 
totally unfounded. Since 1978, she said, the United States has publicly 
offered assurances on the non-use of nuclear weapons to non-nuclear- 
weapon states. The claim that military exercises conducted with the 
Republic of Korea are offensive in nature is also unfounded, she said. 


LIBERIA 


S/Res/813 March 26 15(US)-0-0 


Reaffirms the Council's belief that the Yamoussoukro IV Accord 
offers the best possible framework for a peaceful resolution of the 
Liberian conflict by creating the necessary conditions for free and fair 
elections, and encourages the Economic Community of West African 
States (ECOWAS) to continue its efforts to assist in the peaceful imple- 
mentation of this Accord; condemns the violation of the ceasefire of 
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November 28, 1990, and the continuing armed attacks against the 
peacekeeping forces of ECOWAS in Liberia by one of the parties to the 
conflict; reiterates its call upon all parties to respect and implement the 
ceasefire and the various accords of the peace process; welcomes the 
Secretary General's appointment of a Special Representative for 
Liberia; calls upon all states to comply with the general and complete 
embargo on all deliveries of weapons and military equipment; declares 
its readiness to consider appropriate measures in support of ECOWAS 
if any party is unwilling to cooperate, in particular in implementation of 
the encampment and disarmament provisions of the Yamoussoukro 
Accords; demands thai the parties refrain from any action that will 
impede the delivery of humanitarian assistance; reiterates its call upon 
all parties to respect the provisions of international humanitarian law; 
requests that the Secretary General, in consultation with ECOWAS, 
consider convening a meeting of the parties to restate their commitment 
to implementation of the Yamoussoukro IV Accord; and requests that 
the Secretary General discuss with ECOWAS and the parties the contri- 
bution which the United Nations could make in support of the Accord, 
including the deployment of UN observers. 


The U.S. Representative expressed satisfaction that this resolution 
was adopted, describing it as further strengthening the relationship 
between the United Nations and ECOWAS, which had taken the laud- 
able initiative to address a regional conflict. She described such UN 
cooperation with regional organizations as vital in a time of shrinking 
resources, praised the patience and skill of ECOWAS, and urged all UN 
members to assist ECOWAS. She encouraged Special Representative 
Gordon-Somer to continue his efforts in arranging a cease-fire, urged 
the factions to reaffirm their commitment to implement the Yamoussou- 
kro agreement, supported the Secretary General's offer to provide tech- 
nical assistance to ECOWAS to monitor sanctions, and favored the 
dispatch of United Nations observers to help guarantee that the disar- 
mament process and elections are conducted fairly.

Welcomes the decision of the Secretary General to send a techni- 
cal team to Liberia to gather information relevant to the proposed estab- 
lishment of a UN Observer Mission in Liberia (UNOMIL); approves the

engineers in mine clearance and assist in clearance of mines, and (h) 
coordinate with ECOMOG in the discharge of ECOMOG's responsibili- 
ties; welcomes the Secretary General's intention to conclude with ECO- 
WAS an agreement defining the roles and responsibilities of UNOMIL 
and ECOWAS; encourages African states to provide troops for ECO- 
MOG; welcomes the steps taken by the Secretary General to establish 
a trust fund to facilitate the sending of reinforcements by African states 
to ECOMOG; urges the Liberian parties to commence the encamp- 
ment, disarmament, and demobilization process; welcomes the deci- 
sion to establish the transitional government; calls on the transitional 
government to conclude a status of mission agreement with the United 
Nations to facilitate full deployment of UNOMIL; urges the Liberian par- 
ties to finalize the composition of the Elections Commission so that it 
can undertake preparations for the legislative and presidential elections 
by March 1994; calls on the Liberian parties to cooperate in the safe 
delivery of humanitarian assistance; and welcomes ECOMOG's com- 
mitment to ensure the safety of UNOMIL observers and civilian staff. 


The U.S. Deputy Representative said this resolution should help to 
create the climate necessary for successfully building up the trust so 
vital to successful implementation of the peace agreement. The role of 
ECOMOG will be pivotal, he said; we trust that adequate coordination 
between ECOMOG and UNOMIL will enable both groups to operate in 
the complementary manner foreseen by the Council and the parties to 
the agreement, he added. The precedent set here of side-by-side oper- 
ations by the UN and a regional group, he said, may have reverbera- 
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tions in other conflict areas which could perhaps be tackled in a similar 
manner if the world sees it work well in Liberia. 


LIBYA

Acting under Charter Chapter Vii, demands that the Libyan Govern- 
ment comply without any further delay with resolutions 731 and 748;

LAA, and prohibit supply of materials, advice, assistance, or insurance 
for Libyan pilots and aircraft; affirms that nothing in this resolution 
affects Libya's duty to adhere to its debt obligations; and expresses its 
willingness to suspend these measures immediately if the Secretary 
General reports that the Libyan Government has ensured the appear- 
ance of those charged with the bombing of Pan Am 103 for trial before 
the appropriate U.K. or U.S. court and has satisfied the French judicial 
authorities with respect to the bombing of UTA 772. 


The U.S. Representative said this resolution demonstrates that the 
Council is steadfast in its opposition to international terrorism. Terror- 
ism, she said, is a challenge to every nation in the world, and the * ght 
against terrorism must be a collective effort. She described this resolu- 
tion as balanced and precisely targeted. By strengthening sanctions 
against Libya, she said, the Council has shown the flexibidity of sanc- 
tions as a diplomatic tool. The more we demonstrate thet the Council 
can impose, lift, suspend, or strengthen sanctions at will, she added, 
the better the sanctions stick can serve the Council's diplomacy. China,

Steps to implement Security Council resolutions 822 and 853 set out on 
September 28 at the meeting of the Minsk Group, calls for immediate 
implementation of the steps provided for in the timetable, including with- 
drawal of forces from recently occupied territories and removal of all 
obstacles to communications and transportation; calls for an early con- 
vening of the CSCE Minsk Conference for the purpose of arriving al a

The U.S. Representative described the resolution as an expression 
of strong support by the international community for the vital, continuing 
efforts of the CSCE's Minsk Group to help resolve the conflict. She said 
the situation in the region had worsened considerably and the tide of 
retugees had swelled. The international community and the parties to 
the conflict must act, she said, to alleviate the human suffering and find 
a peaceful solution.

Conderims the recent violations of the ceasefire, and particularly 
the occupation of the Zangelan district and the city of Goradiz; calls on 
the Government of Armenia to use its influence to achieve compliance 
by the Armenians of the Nagorno-Karabakh region of the Azerbaijani 
Republic with the Council's resolutions; demands the immediate cessa- 
tion of armed hostilities and unilateral withdrawal of occupying forces

The representative of the United States said U.S. support for this 
resolution rests on the premise thal violations of ceasefires and the 
ensuing violence results in suffering by innocent civilians on both sides 
of the conflict. This resolution, he said, rightly lays blame on both the 
parties: on one side for violating the ceasefire, and on the other for 
responding out of all proportion to the violation. The way out, he added, 
is to realize thal continued bloodshed serves no one's good, and to 
seek a negotiated solution through the Minsk process.

It is now up 
to the Rwandese themselves, he added, to ensure that the transition to 
democracy moves forward. He also said the United States -- which is 
deeply concerned with the increasing burden in manpower and financial 
resources the United Nations is being asked to shoulder -- is pleased to 
note that this resolution has a tightly focused mandate.

SECURITY OF UN OPERATIONS

Encourages the Secretary General to take forward those measures 
proposed in his report falling within his responsibilities with a view to 
ensuring that security matters are an integral part of the planning for an 
operation; urges states and parties to a conflict to cooperate closely 
with the UN to ensure the security and safety of UN forces and person- 
nel, confirms that use of force against persons engaged in a UN opera- 
tion authorized by the Security Council will be considered interference 
with the exercise of the responsibilities of the Council and may require 
the Council to consider measures & deems appropriate; confirms also 
that @, in the Council's view, the host country is unable or unwilling to 
meet its obligations with regard to the safety and security of a UN oper- 
ation and its personnel, the Council will consider what steps should be 
taken, and determines that, when considering the establishment of a 
future UN operation, the Security Council will require (a) that the host 
country take all appropriate steps to ensure the security and safety of 
the operation and its personnel, (b) that the security and safety arrange- 
ments undertaken by the host country extend to all persons engaged in 
the operation, and (c) that an agreement on the status of the operation 
be negotiated expeditiously and should come into force as near as pos- 
sible to the outset of the operation.

Unified Task Force (UNITAF), demands that all Somali parties comply 
fully with the commitments they have undertaken in the agreements 
they concluded in Addis Ababa: demands that all Somali parties take all 
measures to ensure the safety of UN personne! as well as the staff of 
organizations engaged in providing humanianan and other assistance. 
requests that the Secretary General support from within Somalia the 
mmplementation of the arms embargo. calls upon all states to cooperate 
in the implementation of the arms embargo. requects that the Secretary 
General provide security, as appropriate, to assist in the repatriation of 
retugees and the assisted resettlement of displaced persons. refterates 
its demand that all Somali parties mmmediately cease and desist from all 
breaches of international humaniarian law. and reaffirms that those 
responsible for such acts be held individually accountable: requests that 
the Secretary General maintain the fund established pursuant to resolu- 
tion 794 for the additional purpose of receiving contributions for mainte- 
nance of UNOSOM Ii forces following the departure of UNITAF forces 
and for the establishment of Somali police, and calls on member states 
to make contributions to this fund in addition to thei assessed contribu- 
tions, requests that the Secretary General ask UN agencies and other 
organizations to continue to extend financial, material and technical 
support to the Somali people. and requests that the Secretary General 
seek pledges and contributions to assist in financing the rehabilitation of 
the political institutions and economy of Somalia 


The U S. Representative paid tribute to all those countries that con- 
tributed to UNITAF. She described the task ahead as an unprecedented 
enterprise -- an undertaking with few lessons and no models for guid- 
ance - aimed al restoration of an entire country, a task which the 
United States would vigorously support. 
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S/Res/837 June 6 15(US)-0-0 


Acting under Charter Chapter Vii, condemns the armed attacks 
against the personnel of UNOSOM Ii on June 5; reemphasizes the 
importance of early implementation of the disarmament of all Somali 
parties; demands that all Somali parties comply fully with commitments 
undertaken in agreements they concluded in Addis Ababa, in particular 
on implementing the ceasefire; reaffirms that the Secretary General is 
authorized to take all necessary measures against those responsible for 
armed attacks to establish the effective authority of UNOSOM Il; 
requests that the Secretary General inquire into the incident; encour- 
ages the rapid deployment of alli UNOSOM I! contingents to meet the 
full requirements of 28,000 men; and urges member states to contribute 
military support and transportation to provide UNOSOM II the capability 
to confront and deter armed attacks directed against it. 

The U.S. Representative described the armed attacks of June 5 as 
an outrage that threatened international peace and security. She said 
the United States supporte< this resolution as the minimum required to 
restore the conditions for peace and reconciliation in Somalia.

Deputy Representative said that the resolution does two 
Critical things. First, he said, it sets out in clear, unambiguous terms that 
the UN's principal goal in Somalia is to bring about political reconcilia- 
tion. The United States, he said, has always seen the UN's mission in 
Somalia as political, helping the Somali people to reestablish their polit- 
ical structures and democratic institutions. The other critical step, he 
said, is to lend support to the basic building blocks of new political insti- 
tutions, a police, judiciary, and penal system. With the establishment of 
a strong, effective police force, supported and overseen by a functioning 
judicial system, he said, the Somali people will be free to take up again 
their normal lives, free from intimidation by gunmen.

Authorizes the establishment of a Commission of Inquiry to investi- 
gate armed attacks on UNOSOM II personnel; requests that the Secre- 
tary General appoint the Commission at the earliest possible time;

and requests that the Secretary General, pending completion of the 
Commission's report, suspend arrest actions against those individuals 
who might be implicated but are not currently detained pursuant to res- 
olution 837. 


The U.S. Representative said the United States, which sponsored 
this resolution, believes the Commission is vitally important to advanc- 
ing the peace process in Somalia, a process which has been disap- 
pointingly slow. The primary goal in Somalia, she said, is to foster a 
political dialogue which can lead to national reconciliation. We want to 
see the Somali people reestablish key institutions, she said, and the 
United Nations must do its part to help create a climate to facilitate that 
process.

Acting under Charter Chapter VIi, decides to renew the mandate of 
UNOSOM II for an additional period expiring on May 31, 1994; requests 
that the Secretary General report to the Security Council by January 15, 
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1994, on progress made in achieving national reconciliation and 
requests that the Secretary General provide an updated plan setting out 
UNOSOM II's future strategy; decides to undertake a fundamental 
review of the mandate of UNOSOM II by February 1, 1994, in light of 
the Secretary General's report and updated plan; urges all parties in 
Somalia to accelerate their efforts to achieve political reconciliation; 
reminds all parties in Somalia that continued UN involvement in Soma- 
lia depends on their active cooperation and tangible progress toward a 
political settlement; reaffirms the obligations of states to implement fully 
the embargo on weapons and military equipment; and expresses con- 
cern at the destabilizing effects of cross-border arms flows in the 
region, and calls for the cessation of such arms flows. 


The U.S. Representative said this resolution demonstrates that it 
will not abandon Somalia, despite the difficulties endured and sacrifices 
made, and will help the people of Somalia rebuild their country. The res- 
olution also sends a message to the people of Somalia, she said, that 
the United Nations can only help, and the Somali people themselves 
must show the will and the courage to bring about national reconcilia- 
tion.

The United States cosponsored this resolution. The U.S. Deputy 
Representative called it a demonstration of the international communi- 
ty's will to enforce resolutions of the Council.

Serbian attempts to change the 
international borders by force will not be recognized, he said, and those 
brought to justice. This resolution, he said, stresses that the only means 
for Bosnian Serbs to rejoin the family of nations is to conform to interna- 
tional norms.

Acting under Charter Chapter Vil, demands that all parties treat 
Srebrenica as a safe area free of armed attack; demands that the Fed-

Acting under Charter Chapter Vil, welcomes the report of the Mis- 
sion of the Security Council, and in particular its recommendations con- 
cerming safe areas; demands that any taking of territory by force cease 
immediately; declares that Sarajevo and other such threatened areas, 
in particular the towns of Tuzla, Zepa, Gorazde, Bihac, Srebrenica, 
should be treated as safe areas by all parties and should be free from 
armed attacks; declares that Bosnian Serb forces should be withdrawn 
from these safe areas while UNPROFOR and the international humani- 
tarian agencies should have free and unimpeded access; and autho- 
rizes the strengthening of UNPROFOR by an additional 50 UN military 
observers to monitor the humanitarian situation in the safe areas.

any suggestions received from states for the rules of procedure and evi- 
dence; decides that all states shall cooperate fully with the tribunal and

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including the obligation to comply with requests for assistance or orders 
by a trial chamber under the statute; urges states to contribute funds, 
equipment, and personnel; and requests that the Secretary General 
make practical arrangements for the effective functioning of the tribunal 
at the earliest time.

The U.S. Representative, fol- 
lowing the vote, said the United States consistently advocated lifting the 
arms embargo. in voting “Yes”, she said, the United States reaffirms its 
belief that the Republic of Bosnia and Herzegovina, as a sovereign 
state, has a right to defend itself. The arms embargo, she stated, has 
the devastating effect of freezing in place a vast disparity in arms, and 
the Council should not deny the Bosnian government the wherewithal to 
defend itself in the face of brutal aggression. She cautioned the Bosnian 
Serbs not to interpret the Council's failure to adopt this resolution as an 
endorsement of their intransigence or their attempts to change interna- 
tional boundaries by military means.

VOTING SUMMARIES 


The table below lists the votes of Security Council members on the 
95 resolutions introduced in 1993. Resolutions on which a Security 
Council member voted No or abstained are indicaled by number in 
parentheses. Only one negative vole was recorded (the Russian veto). 
Abstentions were rare. they were mostly on resolutions concerning the 
former Yugosiavia, but also concerning the Democratic People's Repub- 
lic of Korea, Cyprus, and Libya. The abstentions on the resolution on 
Bosnia that tailed of adoption on June 29 are also noted. 
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In the following table, Security Council votes are tabulated on the 
same basis as overall votes in this report for the General Assembly, and 
voting coincidence percentages are calculated accordingly. Because 
most Security Council members recorded 100% coincidence with the 
United States, they are ranked not by percentage but by the number of 
identical votes, and alphabetically when the number of votes is the 
same. it should be noted that group dynamics in the Security Council, 
whose fifteen members frequently consull closely on issues before res- 
olutions are presented for adoption, are quite different from those in the

The United Nations gained 6 new members in 1993 -- and one was 
replaced -- raising total UN membership to 184. The new members are 
and the Czech and Slovak Republics (which replaced Czechoslovakia). 
The Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia is listed alphabetically 
under “T”, reflecting the latest compromise in the controversy about the 
name of the country. 

This section pulls together information contained in previous sec- 
tions, and presents it by country for 183 UN members (all except the 
United States). They are listed in alphabetical order, with Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea under “D”, Republic of Korea under “R”, and 
United Republic of Tanzania under “U", as they are seated at the UN 
General Assembly.
